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Yard on the Cliff, Whitby. Here is one of the 
oldest bits of the town, a yard of one of the quaint and 
narrow streets that climb steeply up the cliff on the 
left bank of the Esk, which river divides the town of 
Whitby into two parts. The two halves are connected 
by a bridge, whose central portion is lifted to let 
vessels pass through. The older quarter of the town 
is largely inhabited by the fishing population. 
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
